A great deal
of bitterness was manifested In the
trial, the two faciions taking occasion
w0 do what was possible for their cause.
After all of the evidence bad been
beard, the aitoroeys for Wagner de-
murred to the case presented on the
ground that it did not show that the
priest had exceeded his suthority.
The jury was instructed to return a
verdiet to that effect, which was doze.
The court rcom was packed to suffnca-

tlon.

Just befors the hour of taking up
school on the morning of October 20,
1805, & vast assemblage of our worthy
and patriotic citizens gathered around
our large new public-school bullding
for the purpose of witnessing the
hoisting and fleating to the breeze of
our grand old Stars and Stripes from
the flagstall above its cupols. Theex-
ercvises commonced by sloging *'Amer-
jies,” followed by other patriotic and
liberty-loving songs, after which the
speech on behall of the citizens pre-
senling the flag to the scheol district
was made by Rev. J. B. Brewington,
which was responded to by W. B.
Wilkingon, of the school board, accept-
ing the eame; after which Old Glory
was holsted to the flag-pole, followed
by three rousing checrs, where she
now waves to the breeze in defiance of
any foreign power, king or potentate,
or any of their subjects or hirellngs on
our own soil.

Forever may she wave s the prayer
of the writcr.

Below 1s the speech of presentation
by Mr. J. B. Brewington, taken [rom
the Willow Springs Index:

“It glves me great pleasure this
morning to present to you, through
your school board, these Stars and
Stripes, the enslgn of independence
bequenthed to us by our fathers. This
flag is presented to the school board
by the citizens of Willow Springs, Mo.,
that it may float over this beautiful
building, that these bright eyed chil-
dren may see it as they come and go
from the sacred precinets of study, and
learn the lesson of patriotism as they
learn their lessons from the grammer
or arithmetic. This flag with 44 stars
represents 8 united people, and speaks
to these young minds in more cloquent
language than the tongue of any ora-
tor, of patriotism and the principles it
represents, and if this patriotism and
these principles are properly taught it
will stlr the Iatent feelings and awaken
Into quenchless ardor the sleeping en-
ergles of the child’s life.

Friends, did you ever think what a
halo of glory encircles this emblem of
American lIiberty? It could not be
other than & glorious fag, owing to
the grandeur it represents. The time
was when this national ensign was not
much esteemed, in faet some nations
held it {n contempt, and it is eaid that
British newspapers in 1822 expressed
amazement and disgust because the
time-honorel flag ol England ~had
been disgraced by a plece of striped
bunting ,flying at the head of & few
fir-built frigates, manned by & handful
of outlaws. But what does England
think of our beautiful flag backed by
enough true and loyal hearts of Amer-
lean citizens to wrest the colonies from
British oppression?

If America will only run up the
Americaniflag over every rved, white
and blue school-house in all its borders,
and theniteach the young and rising
generation the principles that it signi-
fies, in & quarter of a century no in-
tarnal oraforeign foe could ever over-
come this nation. Much depends upon
the patriotism of the rising generation
whether this nation]is to stand as the
beacon [light for the nations of the
earth or vot, and much depends upon
the lessons of patriotism instilled in
the minds and {hearts of our children.

What we need i8 men in power who
love country mora than party, and we
will mever have them there unless
these grand principles are inculeated
in their boyhood days. One thingl am
glad of—the women are in our :chools;
and one more step will bring them into
the halls of Congress, and I trust will
be in & majority that will put a sesl of
condemnation upon+any politician who
wouldjdare to tell his vote for a chew
of tobaceo or drink of whisky.

Teachers, in conclusion, I would urge
upon you the importance of teaching
your pupllsihe lesson this grand old
flag represents, lesson of patriotism,
lesson of sloyalty to thiz grand old
country of Jours—lessons of a united
country.

Tell them what it cost our fathers to
perpetuate this nation of ours, and that
he who would trample in the dust this
grand old flag «deserves to be bunga
thousand ftimes higher than Haman
ever was.C May the Lord keep us true

to this emblem of American liberty,
true 1o our country, and true to God."

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Faul Dudley’s Beguest.

In the year 1750, Paul Dudley of Bos-
ton made a will, In which he be-
queathed a certaln amount of monoy to
Harvard College, says the Now Chwich
Messenger, the sum to be exponded in
providing for lectures to the studenis
on specificd subjecte.  One of these lec-
tures was to be “for the detecting aod
convicting and exposing the ldolatry of
thes Roman ohurch, thelr tyranny, su-
perstitions, Jdamusble heresles, fatal
errors, abominable super:titions, and
cthercoryeng wickedoesses intheir high
places; and finally, that the Church of
Rome I that mythlcal Babylon, that
man of sin, that apostate church,
spoken of in the New “l'es'ament.” This
was the subject assigned to the Rev.
Brooke Herford, who has just delivered
the Dudleisn lecture of the ourrent
year. His lecture is Interesting read-
ing. From the polot ol view of & lib-
eral Christian,« be sttempts, and we
thivk successfully, to dcul with the
subject impartinlly. But for all this,
his lecture is one of the severest ar-
ralgnments of the Roman: Catholic
Church which we have read for a long
time—all the more severe because it Is
s0 calm and reasonable. We might
make muny extiracts which would be
Interesting 1w our resaders, but we will
content ourselves with a single para-
graph:

‘“Thus, while there is 50 much that
is beautiful and admlirable in Catholi-
clsm, In its venerable services, In its
frequent heroism Io the dark ages, In
the spirit of devotion and self-sacrifice
which it wins from its votaries, yet the
whole free life of man is overwelghted
aud dominated by the organization to
an extent unknown inany other church
in Christendom. This is the convic-
tion not of the vnemics of Catholiclam,
but even of those who are most friendly
and most desire to see the Catholle
church take its true place among the
kelpful ingtitutions of the world. There
have begn tew men more appreciative
of all religious institutions, more fuir
and kindly in eriticlzing them, than
James Freeman Clarke; aud this Is his
testimony: ‘All the evilsof the Roman
Catholle Church have come from this
source [the organization of the church
being set above the religion of the
church] It has made conformity to
its ceremonies, submission to [ts au-
thority, the essential thing. Hence its
persecutions, lts inquisition, its resist-
ing truth, its arrogant claims, its de-
sire for wealth, its lust for power, its
Insatiate ambition.” And Edward Ev-
erett Hale, writing of the Roman hier-
archy, tays: ‘They have never maile
the world believe othat they regard
truth first, second and last. They have
mada the world believe that they re-
gard the church as first, second and
lasy.'"

Mechanics, this being the only couneil
in Malpe. The presentation remarks
were made by D. N. C. Willlam C. Bes-
sellevre, and the flag was accepted in
behalfl of the scheol by Supervisor 1. C.
Phillips. Singing of patriotlc =ongs
and recitations followed, and then the
flag was thrown to the brecze.
